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® Antibody-therapeutic agent conjugates. 

@ This invention relates to antibody-therapeutic agent 
conjugates having a therapeutic agent covalently attached 
to an antibody or antibody fragment Also described are 
methods for intermediates in the preparation of antibody 
conjugates. Therapeutic in vivo methods utilizing such anti- 
body-therapeutic agent conjugates are described. Addition- 
ally novel photosensitizers suitable for use in preparing 
antibody-therapeutic agents are also described. 
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
